OPEN SEASON HERE FOR ESTI­

GOOD ROADS 
Everybody knows that good roads 
mean bigger loads moved in shorter 
time and many other gains tor farm­ 
ers, also big savings for automobile 
owners on gasoline, tires and other 
expenses. 
And this is a good time to check 
up and think about roads, Commis­ 
sioner Charles M. Babcock suggests 
in a highway bulletin this week. 
Farmers taking new crops to mar­ 
ket and automobilists driving over 
newly improved roads may find it 
easy to figure big profits on the bet­ 
terments. 
Those using highways to 
be improved as quickly 
as 
funds 
are available may count ahead, and 
figure as easily the extra time re­ 
quired to move crops in smaller loads 
and 
bump 
along 
on 
unimproved 
roads. 
Al! probably will conclude, 
the bulletin continues, that 
there 
are few’ if any Investments for public 
funds offering the big and direct re­ 
turns that come from better roads. 
The bulletin states that the high­ 
way department has endeavored to 
treat all parts of the state fairly and 
used its best efforts to keep all sec­ 
tions of the big 7,000-mile trunk 
highway system in as good condition 
as possible with the funds provided. 
It calls public attention particularly 
to the fact that travel on Minnesota 
highways this year is greatly increas­ 
ed over the volume last year and the 
effect is apparent, especially on over­ 
burdened sections with gravel 
sur­ 
facing. 
Highway users are asked to 
exercise their own judgment on first­ 
hand observations and decide what 
will be their attitude toward extend­ 
ing road improvements. 
The bulletin adds that an average 
tax of $1S on automobiles, as plann­ 
ed, with continued federal ald, will 
finance the trunk highway program, 
provided that funds are used to the 
best advantage.

LAW LNFOKCLMLNT CONFERENCE 


I n addressing the governors of the several states in the law 
enforcement conference held in Washington, President Codidge, 
starting from the premiss that “ a government which does not 
enforce its laws is unworthy of the name of a governm ent/’ went 
on to insist that there must be complete cooperation between the 
states and the federal government in an effort to check the wide­ 
spread lawlessness which threatens the stability of American in­ 
stitutions. 
The president expressed the conviction that “ the body of the 
people, are thoroughly law -abiding/’ 
This statement may not 
be as true as it seems to be. 
The problem of law enforcement is 
not confined to dealing with those who supply liquor; it iias to do 
also with those who demand it, and those who demand it are 
equally as guilty as those who supply the demand.

there are so many persons engaged in supplying this demand 
proves that there are many others m aking the demand, as a few 
purveyors can meet the demands of a large number of con timers. 
It is pleasant to think that this traffic is restricted and that Un­ 
people in general are not a party to it, but the gravity of a situ­ 
ation that calls together the governors of the states in conference 
in Washington suggests that the government is not so sure ol the 
attitude of the people. 
It may be true that the public is law- 
abiding to the extent that is predicated in the president’s state ­ 
ment, 1 ut the public is not aroused over the m atter of violations 
of the law- by a m ajority of the public, and until public sentiment 
is aroused this violation will continue. 
A program of procedure was mapped out by the conference 
and the seventh point 
a point which was not in the original draft 
but was introduced by the governor of Minnesota— is the most 
important of th 
provisions. 
Governor Preus introduced the 
seventh point which is forward-looking and secs in the education 
of the rising generation a means of securing a dry nation. 
It 


re a d s: “ Education of children of the evils of the use of alcohol 
through the superintendent of instruction in the public acholo«." 
The whole m atter concerns the enforcement of a law which 
interferes with the habits and the appitites of people and which, 
therefore, finds many without the will to obey, but if the children 
are taught the evil effects of the use of alcohol the next genera­ 
tion will have the will to obey. 
Here lies the important point in 
the whole attempt to secure law enforcement. 
Euless there is the 
will to obey the officers of the law will be met by all kinds of 
hindrances when they attempt to enforce the law. 
.Juries will 
be prejudiced against the evidence submitted, witnesses will n >f 
appreciate the ir duty to the state and the pressure of public sen­ 
timent will not back up trie eiforts of officers. 
It is hard to change 
the attitudes to life taken by adults. 
Their habits a n fixed and 
their attitudes set and few there are who change. 
But with chil­ 
dren it D different. 
Their attitudes and habits are not fixed and 
may be determined by education and direction. 
This generation 
will nut witness anything like perfect law enforcement but if the 
next generation is rightly educated that generation will see a 
wholesome respect for law and the will to violate the law will 
be largely absent. 
A nation’s destiny is alw ays in the hands of 
tiie next generation. 


THE WHEAT SPECIALIST RETURNS TO VIENNA 


D r . Cl e m e n s P i r q u e t after three weeks in the Twin Cities 
has decided to return to the great children’s hospital in Vienna 
where he may carry on his research w ork.* Called upon by the 
University of Minnesota to come to this state as specialist in pe­ 
diatrics, the great Vienna doctor accepted the call with full know l­ 
edge of the facts so far as these could be communicated over a 
long distance. 
But when the doctor saw- things as they are and 
found that he could not continue his research work for some time 
to come because of lack of equipment he felt impelled to return 
to Vienna to resume his experiments. 
This is another case oi a man feeling the call of that to 
which he has dedicated his life. 
He might have superintended 
the building of a large children’s hospital at the University of 
Minnesota and without doubt his compensation there would have 
l> een much greater than it is in Vienna, but during the tinr* re­ 
quired to complete the building the doctor’s research work would 
have been interrupted and he has chosen to return to Vienna to 
serve the children there and seek further knowledge in the field 
in which he is a specialist. 
Minnesota regrets Dr. Pirquet’s decision. 
But its regret is 
tempered by the knowledge that Minnesota may gain something 
through it. 
Dr. Pirquet might have superintended the construc­ 
tion of a large children s hospital here and have failed to give to 
the world new knowledge of methods for treating crippled chil­ 
dren, which in time may save many little lives in Minnesota, when 
other doctors, using the knowledge he has gained, pursue their 
work in the new hospital at our state university. 
It is true of life 
that one man lays the foundation and another buildeth thereon. 
Minnesota loses something through the doctor’s return to his 
home town but Minnesota and the world may yet gain more 
through his return. 
There are others who are capable of super­ 
intending the construction of the crippled children’s hospital in 
Minnesota who could not secure the results Dr. Pirquet is Dimly 
to get through his continued research, and with this hope, and 
assured of his fidelity to his calling! the people oi Minnesota will 
wsih him success in his life’s work, a success whose value will be 
shared by other specialists and by the crippled children whom 
their skill enables to walk.

T h e Navy League has fixed October 27 th as the day in which 
Americans will be asked to consider the relations of the American 
navy to Ameiican history and A m erica’s future. 
It is fitting that 
this matter should have attention on the late Colonel Roosevelt’s 
birthday, for he, more than others, was an apostle of preparedness. 
The place taken by tlu* American navy in the history if thik 
great republic is well known to those who have passed through the 
schools where they were required to read a certain amount of 
history. 
But the Navy League is convinced that the public does 
not appreciate the position a navy takes in determining the des­ 
tiny of a nation. 
In taking up the ideas that are to be impressed 
upon the public on Navy Day, writers attem pt to prove Unit a 
strong navy is one of the most essential needs of a great nation 
and that in proportion to tlu* decrease in the strength of their 
navies great nations in the past have ceased to be important. 
Such w riters claim that by keeping the sea lanes open for com­ 
merce and by a display of strength commerce is given an oppor­ 
tunity, freedom of trade is guaranteed and peace is preserved. 
Such statements as these may pass unchallenged, but they 
are not facts. 
There may be freedom of trad«» for the nation that 
has the strongest navy, there may tie a place in the sun for the 
nation that makes a display of its naval strength, but in the light 
of the years ju st preceding 11)14 it cannot lie conceded that a 
strong navy prevents war and conserves peace. 
In 19 14 Britain 
had by far the strongest navy in the world, and just to what ex­ 
tent that navy was responsible for the development of German 
militarism has never been finally determined, but that it had a 
g reat deal to do with it is generally conceded, and in 11)1 1 the 
B ritish navy did not prevent the greatest war in history. 
It is essential that a fair statement of the case be presented 
to the American public if Navy Day is to serve any good purpose, 
i f sich days a ie destined to encourage navalism in ‘ he United 
States they had better not be. 
Given a world as it is, a strong 
navy is needed by a great nation, but given a world as it might 
be, and as one day it will be, a navy would not be needed ut all. 
Ii attention is directed to the fact that in a system that legalizes 
w ar it is necessary to be prepared for war, that which is beyond 
question will be considered, but if thought is concentrated on the 
navy until navalism becomes the best hope of the American pen- 
pie, Navy Day will be subversive of the best hopes of the people. 
N avies are not built to further the ends of peace; they are 
built to engage in conoid, and if navalism is encouraged in the 
United States the time it. ly come when the people will feel, as 
the G e*m ans felt in 19 14 that it would not be a bad plan to try 
this strength against the world. 
If Navy Day stie sse s navalism 
its purpose is subversive of the people’s be^t interests, if it em­ 
phasizes the fact that given a world as it is a stron g navy is 
needid it will deal with facta, but «f ii dims the vision of many 
who are intent upon outlawing war and acrapolng navies, which 
will Le no longer needed when the system that t il's for them is 
ouLawed, it will be sliv tsin g present facts to the exclusion of iu 
ture possibilities.

Kilbane cut away from J immy Dunn and he remarked when In* retired 
from the ring , that he thoug ht Dunn was the g reatest develo per and trainer 
of boxer« in the business, but he had too much on bis hands to g i v e the 
proper attention to the business end of the g ame. 
J ack Dempsey certainly would not have g o ne as far in the heavyweig ht 
division if he had not been g uided by J ack Kearns, the g reatest ot all man 
ag ers. 
Dempsey had the natural ability to reach the heavyweig ht champio n 
ship without much g uldunce, but he certainly would not have co mmanded 
the fee for IiIh services that Kearns was able to g ot for him.

That, in itself is not strange, heca.ii < a man 
ager is a standard part of a boxing equipment., hut it i 
Interesting in tin 
case of Dundee, because for years he "wont on his own. 
Several years ago Dundee cut away front Scotty Monteith, lite clever 
manager, who had brought out and made one of the g re a t1 t little fi g h t e r s in 
the ring. 
Like many oilier boxers do, Dundee got to the point where hr 
thought it was i n u n n e c e s s a r y e v p e se to have a m anager cutting in on 2a 
per cent of his earnings and. believing that he could handle Iii' own affairs, 
Dundee dismissed his manager. 
Now that his earning capacity lins been doubled or trebled with the po? 
session of a world's championship, Dundee's actions; in 
nailing up Jimmy 
Johnston, a high-priced manager, to do his hiisim 
for him, is rn obvious 
admission that he found himself unlit to do both the fighting and the handling 


of his business. 
It lias long been debated whether manager: are an influence for good or 
bad wlt.li a boxer. 
There are examples to support both sides of the arg u ­ 
ment, lint there are vastly more boxers who have succeed'd with managers 
than those who have gone it alone to the top. 
Johnny Kilbane, former world’s featherweight champion, was perhaps 
tile most prominent example of a boxer who succeeded in handling his own 
affairs. 
No boxer iii the history of tile game got more (sui ol the investment 
of such little time and labor as Kilbane did, hut his was a very unusual ease. 
Crafty business brains are very seldom any part of a boxer’s equipment.. 
Killmne cut away from Jimmy Dunn and he remarked when lie refired 
from the ring, that lie thought Dunn was the greatest developer and trainei 
of boxers in tile business, hut he Iud too much on his hands to rive the 
proper attention to the business end of the game. 
Jack Dempsey certainly would not have gone as fur in the heavyweight 
division if he had not been guided by Jack Kearns, the greatest of al! man 
agers. 
Dempsey had the natural ability to reach the heavyweight champion 
ship without much guidance, hut he certainly would not have commanded 
the fee for his services that Kearns was able to get for him. 
Benny Leonard might have become the lightweight champion with some 
manager other than Billy (Tillson, hut it is very doubtful. 
Leonard is g r a d 


o u r enough to give (Tillson the full credit for Ids rise to the top. 
Jack Britton owed much to Dan Morgan for bringing to him the world’s 
welterweight championship and a fortune that lins made him carefree for 
the rest of his days. 
Georges C a rp e n te r never would have made his fortune or gained flu* 
fame that he earned with a manager less shrewd and canny than Francois 
Descamps.
